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Jailed for 
extortion of 
yeshiva man 


TEL AVIV. — A men who extort- 
ed money from a Bnei Brak yeshiva 
teacher, whom he had seen visit- 
ing ἃ prostitute, was sentenced to 
four years in prison yesterday. The 
man also received a five-year sen- 
tence for forcing a girl into pros- 
titution and living off her earnings. 

Nissim Arussi, 37, from_ Bnei 
Brak, was described by the District 
Court’s three-judge panel as "a 
parasite and a public enemy,” who 
began his long crimipal career at 
age 16 but managed somehow to 
get of with light sentences until 
now. 

Arussi, according to the charges, 
met a 16-year-old high school stu- 
dent two years ago, when she was 
engaged in sexual intercourse with 
friends, in a public park. He be- 
friended her, slept with her, and 
gradually induced her to sleep with 
others, while he collected IL50 fees 


y from them. This continued until 


April this year, when the girl's 


3 parents found out about the rela- = 
tionship and complained to police. 


Yt was also in April that Arussi 
came across a man whom he rec- 
ognized as a teacher in a Bnet 
Brak yeshiva, during the latter’s 
visit to a prostitute in Tel Aviv. 
russ! approached the man before 
he hed a .chance to get dressed, 
and demanded 11250 from him, 
under threat of exposing him. Sub- 
sequently Arussi visited the man 
— whose identity was withheld by 
‘the court — and extorted addition- 
al sums of money — IL4,850 in 
all. The man finally complained to 
police, who walted for Arussi and 
arrested him when he came to col- 
Ject the next blackmail payment.

Arava in forced landing 
after test flight, no one hurt 


Jerusalem ‘Post Reporter 
An electronic failure in an engine 
system brought au Arava plane 
down im a forced landing in an open 
field near Beit Dagon yesterday 
Morning. All three crew members 
escaped without a scratch, and the 
twin-engined turbo-prop aircraft 

sustained only light damage. 
A spokesman for Israel Aircraft 


Industries, monufacturers of the 
plane, told Tke Jerusaiem Post that 
the Arava was on ἃ test flight to 
determine its safety margins, and 
was flying of only one engine when 
it was forced to land at about 6.15 
am. Its crew comprised two test 
pilots and 4 fight engineer. 

Damage to the plane was imited 
to a snapped wing-tip and dented 
undercarriage. 


The STOL — short-take-off-and- 
landing — plane came down in an 
open field in the vicinity of Beit 
Dagon, not far from the Lod Air- 
port runway. Preliminary inquiry 
by an investigating team sppotated 
by the company polnted to a fault 
in the electronic system,

In Knesset debate 


Opposition charges Koppel Report 
details deliberately withheld 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
‘The three-hour debate on Prime 
Minister Golda Meir's Knesset 
statement yesterday, made before 
a full House and Cabinet table, 
was decidedly hostile. Opposition 


speakers to a man criticized the to 


manner in which the Koppel Re- 
rt on the Munich m rs had 
en distributed, and charged that 
by withholding details of the re- 
port from the public the Govern- 
ment was attempting to hide its 
own mistakes. 

Apart from isolated Members, all 
agreed that the Munich murders 
should not destroy public confidence 
in Israel's security services — which 
they said were efficient—but centred 
their criticism on the Government's 
alleged inability and lack of desire 
to use these to their full potential 

Mr. Haim Landau, Gahal, said 
that there was only one effective 
defence — attack. Israel would 
never be able to protect each and 
every Israeli and Jewish institution 
and individual abroad, and the only 
way to cease the wave of terror, 
he said, was to stop what he termed 
Israel's policy of passive resis- 


tance. 
ONLY ONE-FIFTH 

Mr, Landau charged that most 
of the Koppel Report had not been 
Placed before the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee. of the 
Knesset. Of the 500-page report, 
the Knesset Members saw only one 
fifth, he sald. Apart from the Kop- 
pel Commission’s conclusions and 
Tecommendations, the Knesset body 
— whose Members are entrusted 
with far more vital State secrets 
— was denied full access to the 
report. They had recelved none of 
the evidence collected, he claimed. 

‘He said that there could only be 
three reasons for this: that the 
Government was hiding serious 
shortcomings which had been dis- 
covered; that responsibility for fail- 
ure of the security services to pro- 
tect the Israeli delegation goes fur- 
ther than those officlals who were 


ἢ dismissed, and lastly that the Gov- 


ernment only inguired up to a cer- 
tain point and did not dare go 
further. 

The Gahal Member demanded that 
all the material be given to the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, so that the body 
could draw its own conclusions. A 
Government-appointed | Commission, 
the concluded, was political by nature, 
and any conclusions reached by it 
would be tainted by this fact. 

Mr. Haim Zadok, Chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, denied Mr. Lan- 
dau's charges and said that the 
Committee had received all the 
material on the Munich murders 
which had been presented to the 
Cabinet. What the Committee did 
not receive, he said, were the hun- 


ation. The Committee was interested 
in conclusions, he said, and does not 
sit as a court of law to debate the 
evidence. 

STORMY DEBATE 

The debate became stormy when 
Mr. Zadok accused Mr. Landau of 
being wise after the fact. 

“What did you do to combat 
terror in the two years you (Gahal) 
Served in the Cabinet?” he wanted 
to know. He charged that It is one 
thing to stand up and speak from 


Β the Knesset podium, but quite an- 


other to translate one’s words into 
reality. : ᾿ 

There was no miracle, one-time 
solution to the. problem of terror, 
he sald, and added that he could 
not promise that acts of terrorism 
would not be carried out against 
Israeli institutions and Israelis 
abroad in the future. He stressed 
that public debate of what Israel 
intended to do with regard to this, 
and public discussion of the short- 


comings in the security services 
could only harm Israel's interests 
and — in the Gnal analysis — be of 
service to the enemy. 

Mr, Zadok came out strongly 
against applying the death pensity 
terrorists, claiming that this 
would seriously harm Israel's rela- 
tions with the Arabs of the admizis- 
tered territories. With regard to the 
proposai that if the terrorists take 
Israeli hostages again Israel carry 
out the death penalty against those 
terrorists who have been sentenced 
to death by “filltary Courts, Mr. 
Zadok said shat even if it could be 
proved that this would be an effec- 
tive deterrent, he would oppose it. 
“How can you keep people under 2 
Permanent threat of death?” he 
wanted to know. 


Mr. Zevolun Hammer (N.RP.) 
could not understand how Israel's re- 
putedly excelient security services 
had not foreseen the possibility of the 
Olympic Games being the scene of 
terrorist action against Israel.

HAIFA. — The prosecution in the 
Tan Asherov murder trial told the 
District Court here yesterday that 
Lucien . Leomte’s guilt had een 
@roven beyond the shadow of a 
doubt — and that the most damag- 
ing evidence against the accused 
had come out of his own mouth. 


Summing up for the prosecution, 
District Attorney Yitzhak Grabli 
said Leonte - killed Asherov last 
February, on a side road

Leonte incriminated himself in

“If we had to 
wait until all the formalities were 
cleared up, we'd never build at all,” 


he said. 
NO LAND LEFT 

His company has no land left for 
construction in the Capital, Mr. Ofer 
said. “We are ready to bulld a 
whole estate if we are given land, 
perhapa on the periphery of Jeru- 
salem, But the Lands Authority 
Says no. Bureaucracy holds every- 
thing up — it is an important 
factor in prevailing high prices,” 
he added. 

Yet he stuck to his prediction of 
several months ago that the real 
estate boom is over. Prices will not 
go up — “but they won't go down 
either," he warned. Land prices may 
decline by 10 per cent; but as land 
accounts for 30-40 per cent of total 
expenses, that should reduce hous- 
ing prices by only 3-4 per cent, 
which is offset by the rise in build- 
ing costs. 

Mr. Ofer noted with satisfaction 
the new departure in construction 
of “temporary-rental" flats. As not 
all young couples can afford to find 
their exact requirement straight- 
away, plans are afoot to build 
apartments thet young people can 
rent for a stipulated length of time 
—so there will be a rotation of 
occupants. Ν

8 farmers 
hurt in 
land dispute

TIBERIAS. — Hight persons were 
slightly injured yesterday In a fight 
between members of Kibbutz Kfar 
Hanassi and Moshav Shefer over a 
disputed avocado grove, north of 
Leke Kinneret. 

One of the victims, ἃ woman 
from Shefer, was hospitalized in 
Safad with head injurtes. The rest, 
four men from Shefer and three 
members of Kfar Hanassi, were 
treated and sent home. 


Rav-Pakad Shaul Levy of the 
Safad-Kinneret police told The Jeru- 
salem Post that a group of 150 
Shefer villagers had arrived at the 
grove yesterday morning to pick 
avocados, claiming the grove had 
been leased to them by the Jewish 
Agency Settlement Department's 
office in Safad. 

They were stopped by a group 
of 30 Kfar Hanassi members, who 
claimed the grove and the fruit be- 
longed to them on the strength of 
a contract with the same office. 

Summoned to the scene, the po- 
lice advised both sides to apply for 
eourt injunctions. A fight broke out 
however and the policemen inter- 
vened, opening files against every- 
one for alleged trespassing. No ar- 
rests were made. The police also 
confiscated the fruit and placed it 
in cold storage until its ownership 
could be established. 

Yitzhak Hananel, deputy director 
of the Jewish Agency Settlement 
Department’s office in Safad, told 
the press yesterday that the Moshav 
Movement and his department had 
indeed leased the grove in question 
to Kibbutz Kfar Hanaasl.

BERLIN (UPI). — Nazi mi- 
litary strategists drew up de- 
talled plans for bombing Amer- 
fean cities as far inland as In- 
dianapolls, Indiana, according to 
documents found in Nazi archives.

WON'T CUT LINES 

The topics were submitted for de- 
bate by the head of the General 
Security Service. The instructions 
issued by the committee, in which 
representatives of the security ser- 
vices, the police, and — where re- 
quired — representatives of the 
branches of the LDF, the Air 
Force and the Navy, were transmit- 
ted for execution to the appropriate 
ministries and services.

Terrorist activity, espectally ab- 
road, is by its very nature unpre- 
dictable in its methods, place and 
timing.

courage can we overcome and con-

In my Knesset statement on Sep- 
tember 12, I referred-to the duty 
of governments to eradicate nests 
of terrorism in their own countries. 
A number of states have taken 
action against terrorism at home. 

Let me mention only a few 
praiseworthy examples: 

It was natural that the German 
Government should undertake a se- 
ries of vigorous measures to pre- 
vent terrorists from organizing and 
operating in its territory. 

The U.S. Government is working 
to devise practical measures to pre- 
vent terrorism in its territory. 


The efforts ofthe Arab states to 
prevent a practical discussion on the 
quéstion of terrorism within the 
framework of the U.N. are evidence 
of their direct responsibility for en- 
couragement, support and assistance 
to the terrorist organizations, 

In this context I view with gra- 
vity the statement made by the 
Egyptian President in his speech 
Sunday, to the effect that he sees 
in “the Palestinian resistance" — 
read: El-Fatah and other terrorist 
and sabotage organizetions — “the 
legitimate representation of the Pa- 
lestinian people,” and his an- 
moupcement that “Egypt will mea- 
sure the stand and trends of every 
Arab state by its relations with 
the Palestinian resistance." 

i to the division of 
authority that bas always been in 
force in Israel, the Prime Minister 
is responsible for the general secu- 
Tity service and the Israel Secret 
Service. There has been no change 
in this situation. In carrying out 
this task, I shall continue to have 
recourse to the assistance of my 
Cabinet colleagues and of the ser- 
vices of persons with appropriate 
qualities and skills. 

Tm recent days, in connection 
with the events at Munich, there 
has been severe criticism of Israel's 
security services, including gene- 
ralized and completely unjust al- 
legations. 

‘We are not in the habit of de- 
Seribing in public the activities and 
achievements of the security ser- 
vices, and I shall not do so on 
this occasion either. I must em- 
phasize, with full responsibility, that 
the security services, with their 
various branches, together with the 
Israel Defence Forces and the police, 
have played a decisive role in the 
war against terrorism within the 
territory of the State, in the ad- 
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ministered areas and abroad. They 
play a part of major importance in 
maintaining security and preventing 
dangerous assaults. The services are 
always deployed to do their duty 
as required by the changing cir- 
cumstances, and 1 am confident 
that they will continue to be suc- 
cessful in the future in coping 
with new problems and those that 
may arise. 

Our war against the Arab ter- 
rorists Is a vital mission demanding 
devotion and concentration. Fron 
ite very nature, it cannot be limited 
to defensive means, to safeguarding 
and self-defence, but must be 2c- 
tive in all that has to do with the 
detection of murdvrers, of their 
bases, their actions and opera- 
tions, to foil their designs and, in 
particular, to stamp ont the ter- 
rorist organizations. 

The current stzge ta terrorisi 
activity abroad lends added force 
to the justification of our lnuitlatives 
to strike at the terrorist bases and 
concentrations in the neighbouring 
countries, from which they set out 
to carry out their criminal missions, 
and not to absolve those Arab 
States from responsibijity who sup- 
port their operations and shelter 
them. 

In some Israeli newspapers dis- 
torted versions have been published 
of Government policy and of my 
Position on the war against ter- 
rorlsm. This subject is nor a mat- 
ter for public discussion, and ἢ 
have not seen fit to issue denials. 
There Is nothing for me to do but 
to repeat what I sald in the Knes- 
set on September 12, “We have πὸ 
choice but to strike at the "- 
rorist organizations wherever we 
can reach them. Phat is our ob- 
Ugation to ourselves and to peace. 
We shall fulfil that obligation un- 
dauntediy.”

Justice Kister went on to bolster 
up the conclusion that military 
service for women is prohibited by 
the halacha with a reference to the 
ruling by Rabbi Frank of Jerusa- 
lem who, inter alia, was a member 
of the Hagana in the days of the 
Mandate, and whose love of Israel 
and anxiety for the future and se- 
curity of the nation no one could 
dispute. 

Turning next to the question of 
the Jewish woman’s role in religion, 
Justice Kister noted that although 
the continued existence of the Jew- 
ish mation has always been linked 
to the survival of the observant, 
traditional family unit, and although 
the woman has always been regard- 
ed as the mainstay and central 
pillar of the family unit, neverthe- 
less it was never demanded of the 
woman that she observe the same 
rites and standards of prayer as 
the man. For she had other nu- 
merous duties towards the family 
which demanded her time and all 
that was expected of her was that 
she observe the rules of modesty in 
accordance with Jewish tradition and 
that she know and practise those 
religious dules imposed on women. 
Et ig only lately, he continued, that 
the rabbis and educators have come 
to the conclusion that 2 woman’s 
simple, unquestioning faith is not 
sufficient to keep her steadfastly 
to her religious beliefs and prac- 
tices and to inculcate her children 
with religious convictions, and for 
this reason girls are now taught 
the prayers and the tenets of Juda- 
ism in the religious schools. 


Justice Kister then wert on to dis- 
cuss the influence of society and 
environment on customs, habits and 
dress, pointing out that through the 
ages many Jewish women have 
found it difficult to dress different- 
ly from their non-Jewish or assim- 
lated neighbours. But this did not 
influence their religious faith, and 
in fact they often failed to realize 
that their dress might be repugnant 
to the strict demands of modesty. 


Returning to the particular case 
of the petitioner, Justice Kister 
analysed the respondents’ conclu- 
sions in the light of the above ob- 
servations. There had been testi- 
mony before the respondents, he 
pointed out, from the religious 
school where the petitioner worked 
ag a secretary and from Rabbi Me-

her mother, who originated from 
Kurdistan. In any event, he held, 
her ignorance in certain fields of 
religion did not disqualify her — 
as it had not disqualified women in 
previous generations — from being 
entitled to be considered a religious 
and observant woman. 


Furthermore, continued Justice Kis- 
ter, the respondents had ignored the 
petitioner's testimony that she never 
goes to the cinema or to the sea,

Bere are two detailed cases the police officer on the forehead and 


Tel Aviv gets 
IL325m. budget 


for development 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


TEL AVIV. — Mayor Yehoshua Ra- 
binowitz on Sunday presented the 
City Council with a 11.325m. four- 
year development budget. Of the 
total, IL170m. goes to providing the 
city residents with a variety of ser- 
vices, while IL2.3m. will be spent 
on administrative work connected 
with development projects. 


The Mayor said that the sum is 
inadequate to meet all of the city's 
rowing development needs, but that 
it could not get additional funds 
from the Government. Some 49 per 
cent of the development budget is 
financed by bank loans and another 
IL105m. by easy term loans, In ail, 
the City would be bdorrowing 
1L161.5m. to pay for its development 
budget. 

The budget allocates IL57.8m. to 
education. The city water depart- 
ment will get IL263m. Of this, 
1L.16.0m will go to replace some 
100 kilometres of rusting under- 
ground pipelines which periodically 
burst, Almost Dui2m, will be spent 
on road construction (the Netivei 
Ayalon highway project is separ- 
ately financed). 

A sum of IL9m. will be spent on 
the construction of new underground 
public air raid shelters and IL85m. 
on sewe! te 

The allocation for parks is 17,3. δία. 
including a 500-dunam addition to 
the. Yarkon park. In 81} 1,000 du- 
nams will be added to the City's 
green spaces and the Mayor pro- 
mises 18 square metres of greenery 
for each of the City’s residents at 
the end of four years. 


Ombudsman's verdict was that Minis- 
tries should confine themselves to 
stating what the law says today, 
without speculating on what changes 
there may be tomorrow.

A four-man Israeli delegation is 
due in Bangkok today for the for- 
mal conclusion of a civil aviation 
agreement with Thailand. The accord 
is to give the two countries recip- 
rocal landing rights in Bangkok and 
Lod, including transit stops en route 
to other destinations. 

Israel's delegation is headed by 
Ephraim Zussman, director of civil 
aviation at the Transport Ministry. 
Other members are El Al's vice- 
president commercial, Y. Shrem; 
Gideon Badash, in: charge of its 
international relations, and Zeev 
Shatil, of the Foreign Ministry's 
economic section. 

The agreement with Thailand was 
completed in principle some time 
ago, and is 2 link in El Al's prepara- 
tions for a Far Eastern route which 
it is hoped to extend to the Philip- 
Pines, Japan and, eventually, Aust- 
ralia.
